1. (Original) A method for treating anorectal disease comprising the 
application of an extract of the Croton species having substantially reduced 
proanthocyanldin content and concentrated lipophilic constituents. 

2. (Previously Presented) The method in claim 1 wherein the application 
further comprises the application of an antMnflammatory.

4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 wherein the lipophilic 
constituents are extracted from plant material that is from the family 
Euphorbaciae. 

5. (Original) The method in claim 1 wherein the extract is of the latex of the 
Croton species containing less than 10% water. 

6. (Original) The method in claim 1 wherein the extract is of the Croton 
species in a final concentration of 20 to 300 micrograms per milliliter. 

7. (Original) The method in claim 1 where the extract is in an amount by 
weight between 0.05% and 40.0%.

18. (Previously Presented) A pharmaceutical dosage unit comprising an 
extract of family Euphorbaciae for the treatment of symptoms associated with 
anorectal disease and reduced pnoanthocyanidin content and concentrated 
lipophilic consrtuants. 

19. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 18 
wherein the symptoms are selected from the group consisting of; pruritis, edema, 
and hyperalgeisa. 

20. (Original) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in daim 18 that inhibits the 
activation of sensory afferent nerves. 

21. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 18 
wherein the extract Is of the Croton species in a final concentration of at least 
100 micrograms per milliliter of application area of skin. 
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22. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 18 
wherein the extract is included as an ingredient for a topically applied hemorrhoid 
treatment. 

23. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 18 
wherein the extract is applied with an antiinflammatory. 

24. (Currently Amended) The pharmaceutical dosage unit in claim 23 wherein 
the anti-inflammatory is hydrocortisone [[at least one selected from the 
group consisting of; betamethasone, clobetaso!, desoximetasone, 
dexamethasone r fluocinolone, flucinomide, cortisone, hydrocortisone, and 
triamcinolone.]] 

25. (Previously Presented) The method in claim 1 wherein the extract deters 
the activation of sensory afferent nerves. 

26. (Previously Presented) The method in claim 1 wherein the extract is of the 
Croton species in a final concentration of at least 100 micrograms per milliliter of 
application area of skin. 

27. (Previously Presented) The method in claim 1 wherein the extract is 
included as an ingredient for a topically applied hemorrhoid treatment
